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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PUBLIC 


By  means  of  the  generous  gift  of  Miss  Rebecca  Clark  the 
library  has  nearly  trebled  in  size  since  the  last  report.  At 
that  time  there  were  in  the  library  about  looo  volumes.  This 
number  has  been  increased  by  gifts  alone  by  nearlv  2000 
volumes,  about  1700  from  the  Useful  Library  and  300  from 
individuals.  Among  the  donors  are,  Rev.  C.  F.  Dole,  the 
Misses  Clark,  Nathan  Dole,  Mrs.  Caroline  Dole,  Mrs.  Francis 
Wright,  Mrs.  E.  C.Dow,  Mrs.  Mary  Lindsay,  Dr.  Wheeler, 
and  Miss  Emily  Danforth.  The  State  Library  report  shows 
that  this  is  the  largest  gift  in  books  that  any  library  in  the 
State  has  received  during  the  year. 

Since  the  library  was  placed  in  its  present  home  the 
patronage  has  steadily  increased  and  at  the  present  time  the 
Librarian's  records  show  that  more  books  are  being  taken 
f?om  the  library  than  ever  before.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND 
SUPERINTENDANT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


:  The  school  census  as  taken  and  recorded  shows  that  the 
whole  number  of  scholars  in  town  April  i,  1903,  was  423,  an 
appreciable  increase  over  the  year  before.  The  large  average 
attendance  of  the  year  before  has  been  continued  and  the 
town  has  much  to  congratulate  itself  for  in  the  fact  that  every 
parent  seems  to  desire  that  the  children  shall  attend  school  at 
least  as  long  as  the  law  requires.  For  this  reason  there  has 
been  little  need  for  the  services  of  the  truant  officer  during 
the  year. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  scholars  and  the 
strict  enforcement  of  the  law  the  attendance  at  our  schools 
has  been  considerably  increased  in  the  past  two  or  three 
years.  This  larger  attendance  has  increased  the  interest 
among  the  pupils  so  that  the  results  have  been  better  in  the 
majority  of  our  schools  during  the  past  year  than  at  any  time 
in  recent  years. 

There  have  been  but  few  changes  in  the  teaching  force 
during  the  year.  While  the  school  board  has  been  extremely 
sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  those  teachers  who  have  left  us 
we  feel  that  we  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  secure  the  ser- 
vices of  others  who  have  been  able  to  keep  up  ,  the  former 
standard  of  our  schools. 

The  rural  schools  and  the  graded  schools  in  the  village 
have  been  in  session  for  thirty  weeks  during  the  year  and  the 
High  school  for  thirty-six  weeks. 

REPAIRS 

In  accordance  with  the  expressed  wish  of  the  town  at  the 
last  annual  meeting  the  school  board  undertook  a  large  a- 
mount  of  repairs  during  the  year  and  it  found  the  appropria- 
tion therefor  inadequate.  As  these  repairs  seemed  absolutely 
necessary  for,  the  good  of  the  schools  the  repairs  were  finish- 
ed at  an  expense  of  about  $165  more  than  the  appropriation. 
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During  the  coming  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  exten- 
sive repairs  on  the  scoool-house  in  the  Withee  District.  Ow- 
ing to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  scholars  in  the  Martin 
Stream  district  and  the  difficulty  in  arranging  for  conveyance 
the  School  Board  recommends  that  a  school  be  established 
there  for  the  coming  year.  This  will  necessitate  the  repair 
of  the  school-house  in  that  district.  We  believe  that  the  sum 
of  $250  will  be  necessary  to  repair  these  two  buildings.  These 
amounts  together  with  the  usual  sum  necessarylfor  ordinary 
repairs  brings  the  total  amount  which  we  recommend  for  re- 
pairs on  schoolhouses,  provided  the  new  school  is  established, 
to  $600.  Should  this  school  be  established  it  will  also  be  nec^ 
essary  to  increase  the  general  school  appropriation  $100. 

We  reccommend  that  the  sum  of  $200  be  raised  for  school 
books  and  $100  for  school  supplies.
